Jail Population Gains. 

The Canadian presented figures to 
show that the jail population had in- 
creased in Manitoba province under 
government control. 

“The first complete year of gov- 
ernment control showed 793 convic- 
tions for violations of the temperance 
act,” he said. “‘Last year the number 
grew to 855, a figure larger than that 
for all but one year under prohibi- 
tion.”

Paris, April 17.—(?)—A general 
offensive against the floating debt was 
launched today when a committee of 
which President Doumergue is honor- 
ary president and Marshal Joffre. com- 
mander-in-chief, was formally instal- 
led for the purpose of receiving volun- 
tarv contributions for a sinking fund. 

The primary object of the free of- 
ferings sinking fund of which the com- 
mittee will take charge is to reduce 
the short term bonds so that they will 
no longer menace the treasury. The 
fund will eventually serve to retire in- 
ter-allied war debts. as well as domes- 
tic loans, though other measures are 
expectedd to eke out the proceeds of 
the voluntary subscriptions. 

People in all walks of life seem 
eager to do their bit for Joffre and 
the French treasury in the new bat- 
tle of the Marne, and the prospects 
are that the camnaign during the war 
whieh brought 1,500,000 franes in gold 
into the Bank of France will be cast 
into the shade. The voluntary fund 
is not counted upon to work the mir- 
acle alone of French financial salva- 
tion, but the spirit it develops is ex- 
nected to help largely in solving 
France's financial difficulties.

The figures that rafaed upon the 
senate committee during the last two

the eighteenth amendment brought 
Uncle Sam into the business of pre- 
venting the manufacture and sale ot 
liquor. Undoubtedly the figures, as 
figures, are correct. No one questions 
the figures, which come mainly from 
the reeords of the federal courts: and 
no one questions the good faith of 
those who brought the figures forward. 

But two things must be remember- 
ed. One is that there a higher 
standard of law now than there was 
before, The present law forbids all 
liquor at all times and all places. 
Naturally that increases the tumber 
of violations and attempted violations 
and prosecutions for violations. In 
short, a very much smaller quantity 
of liquor making and liquor selling 
might: produce a very much greater 
quantity of statistics about law break- 
ing. 

Under the old regime there was pre- 
vention and attempted prevention only 
of some liquor selling, in some places 
and at some times. Only some of the 
states attempted complete prohibition ; 
and even those states did not attempt, 
or could not legally aitempt, to stop

The well known contempt of ‘ 
the saloon element for the Sunday law 
and its general disregard, except dur- 
ing spasms of enforcement, have led 
fo a sentiment in favor of its ‘repeal 
on the ground that it eannot be en- 
forced, but, fortunately, this sentiment 
is not strong enough to effect any 
change in the law.”

Queen Augusta, first wife of Kaiser 
Wilhelm II, which mysteriously dis-~ 
appeared from the royal palace on 
Unter Den Linden more than three 
years ago. 

The information, police said. vir- 
tually established the fact that the 
beautiful crown was smuggled out of 
the palace in 1922 and that Princess 
Hermine Yon Reuss wore it at Doorn, 
Holland, when she married the- for- 
mer monarch in exile. The crown 
legally belongs to the Prussian gov- 
ernment.

| law when supply exceeds demand. Con- 
; tracting to deliver such a necessary article 
prior to its very existence at a price below 
cost of prodnection merely on the theory that 
more will ultimately be produced than is 
necessary seemingly discounts a great deal 
that must be favorable and leaves small 
room for possible development of unfa- 
vorable nature. Scarcely a season passes, but 
eotten crop is faced by threatening in- 
fluences which not infrequently develop into 
serious consequences. At the present time 
new crop options can be purchased at a 
price below cost of production and the new 
crop is not more than a prospect. A short 
position may become justified if growing 
and harvesting conditions develop satisfac- 
| torily.

JACK DELANEY 
MOST POPULAR 
ATTRACTION 


New York, April 17.—Jack Delaney 
of Bridgeport enjoys two distinctions. 

The flashing-eyed French-Canadian 
not only is the most popular boxer of 
the year with the fans, but thus far 
is the biggest money maker. 


Since he came so close to taking 
the world’s light heavyweight cham- 
pionship away from Paul Berlenbach, 
the Bridgeport boxer has been busily 
at work tuning up on heavyweights | 
and others for his next meeting with 
the title-holder. And while Delaney 
tunes, he passes the hat, and promot- 
ers shower down. 


Jack was beaten by a hairline de- 
cision when he fought Berlenbach in 
Madison Square Garden last Novem- 
ber. He was promised a return go 
with the champion in another outdoor 
arena next spring, it being admitted 
by all concerned that the Garden was 
much: too small to accommodate all 
the folks who will want to see the 
next Delaney-Berlenbach fight. 


In the meantime, however, the New 
York State Athletic Commission prom- 
ised the winner of the “Tiger” Flow- 
ers-Mike McTigue match a title bout 
with Berlenbach. This made two 
promises for only one bout, so Delaney 
and McTigue were matched to see 
which was the better.

This constituted Delaney’s fourth 
appearance in the new Madison 
Square Garden and he has received a 
total of $65,000 for his bouts there.

In addition to the Berlenbach and 
McTigue fights in the Garden, De- 
laney met and defeated Young Bob 
Fitzsimmons and Johnny Risko.

NEW FACTORY. UNIT 


Rapid progress is being made by the 
Oakland Motor Car company -in the 
construction of the new factory addi- 
tion which is to house the sheet metal 
stamping and rear axle housing de- 
partments. 

This new factory addition, with ma- 
chinery, will cost three-quarters of a 


million dollars, according to A. J. 
Brandt, vice president and works 
manager, and will be in operation the 
first week in June. Already the steel 
frame is up and walls, roof and floor- 
ing are partially completed. Approx- 
imately 400 more men will be em- 
ployed in the new departments. 


Due to the tremendous production 
required on both the Oakland and 
Pontiac Sixes, it was decided to take 
over the making of all sheet metal 
stampings, such as fenders, running 
board aprons, running board shields, 
hoods, gas tanks, oil pans, radiator 
shells, ete.. for greater economy, great- 
er flexibility in the control of pro- 
duction. All rear axle housings for 
the Oakland Six will also be 
out in the new building.

Problem of Kitchen 
Now Being Solved 
By Using Linoleum 
BY CHRISTINE DAYE. 


Women of today no longer warat 
their kitchens to be glaring white 


‘laboratories that were thought ideal 


a few seasons back. They have learn- 
ed that well-thought-out color effects 
are both more pleasing to one’s es- 
thetic sense and easier on the eyes. 

These colorful new kitchens are re- 
ceiving a great deal of attention in 
the editorial columns of the household 
magazines. Here, too, the practical 
side of the question is also being dis- 
cussed, for it is of great importanee 
to know how linoleum should be laid. 
As Gladvs Beckett Jones says in The 
Modern Priscilla: 

“If you could have exactly the kind 
of kitchea floor that you wanted. 
what would you choose? A beautiful 
floor! Yes. the kitchen floor can be 
beautiful, and we at the Priscilla prov- 
ing plant are firm believers that the 
kitchen should be as attractive as any 
room in the house. If you could see 
our kitchen floors, I am sure you 
would say they are beautiful enough 
to grace even a front hall. But beau- 
ty is not enough. A floor must be 
practical, and as the kitchea is the 
vorking center of the house, the 
kitchen floor must be easy to clean, 
comfortable to stand on, and resistant 
to water and grease, for grease-spat- 
ters and water-spills, no matter how 
excellent our technique, are sometimes 
inevitable. This sets our sta‘adard for 
a satisfactory kitchen floor. 

“From our point of view the floor 
finish that most ‘nearly meets the 
standards that we have set for this 
ideal floor covering is linoleum. If 
we could have a free choice in the 
matter of a kitchen floor covering, re- 
gardless of price. we would select an 
inlaid linoleum. The pattern and color 
in this grade of linoleum goes right 
through to the burlap that forms the 
back. There can be no wearing off 
of the pattern, and until the linoleum 
is completely worn out you still have 


bought. If this grade of linoleum is 
properly laid and given the right kind 
of care, it will wear for an indefinite 
; riod. The director of a girls’ school 
told me that the linoleum fa the cook- 
erv laboratory of the school has been 
in constant use for over 20 years and 
that it showed no real signs of wear 
yet. 
" “One seeret in getting long life from 
vour linoleum is always to lay it ona 
level floor surface. Have the floor 
planed aad smoothed, then put down 
a layer of felt lining and paste it 
fizmly to the floor, using the paste 
that is especially made for the pur- 
pose. This makes a smooth founda- 
tion that. will keep the linoleum from 
buckling or cracking. Over this lay 
the linoleum. taking particular care 
to plan out the placing of the seams 
with the man dormg the work. 

“In general. it is best not to have 
seams where there will be a great deal 
of walking, or around the sink or 
tubs where water might drip down on 
the floor. The linoleum is then ce- 
mented to the lining and rolled with a 
weighted roller. Waterproof cement 
(without nails or tacks) is used along 
the edges to hold down the seams of 
the linoleum. If this precaution is 
not taken the linoleum will open at 
the seams and you will have a wide 
erack, and if brads are used there will 
be a crack around each and every one, 


thus reducing the wearfrag qualities of 
the inka” FRAG

Calls Parents to Allanta 


Mrs. A. H. Reeve, of the National 
Congress of Parents and Teachers, is- 
sues the following eall to the nation’s 
parents to attend the National P.-T. 
A. convention to be held in Atlanta 
the week of May 3: 

“The three years which constitute 
on administration in the National 
Congress of Parents and ‘Teachers 
have almost passed, and we are look- 
ing forward to another annual con- 
vention, one which is to complete the 
journey on which we set out in 1923, 
and to serve as a starting point for 
yet a new stage of our development. 

“Just as the congress differs from 
other organiaztions in its constitu- 
tion, so does it differ in its conven- 
tions. This gathering of men and 
women from every’ state in the 
Union, a gathering great, not in 
numbers, perhaps, but in its inten- 
sity of purpose, its community of in- 
terest, bears fruit to a degree incom- 
prehensible to those accustomed to 
throngs of delegates. To “The Na- 
tional” comes back each year the lead- 
ers of those branches which bave 
grown to such amazing strength, not 
only to tell the stirring tale of what 
has been xecomplished, but to take 
again from the parent tree that which 
makes for their growth in the year 
to come. And with them come the 
active workers in associations great 
and small who are fitting themselves 
for leadership when the eall shall 
come to them—all equally members 
of our “house of representatives,” all 
qualified to legislate for the general 
welfare. 


“In 1924 the program centered upon 
the home, its duties and desponsibili- 
ties; upon the need of ‘training for 
parenthood ;’ the beginning of the true 
cooperation between home and school 
through the preparation of the schol- 
ar in the pre-school years. 


“The following year brought the 
consideration of pareuts and teachers 
as common factors in the development 
of the child, their independence 
and the funetion of each; and also 
the placing properly, as parts of edu- 
cation, of such branches of instruc- 
tion as citizenship, character, in the 
new curricula of both ‘heme and 
school in educatien.’ 

“And now, in 1926, 
having been carried 
our organization, this unity of pur- 
pose having been strengthened and 
deepened until home and school take 
counsel together as friends and fellow- 
teachers, we come to the thoughtful 
consideration of the results to be ex- 
pected from such a cast, dynamic 
force, the ‘educational significance of 
the Parent-Teacher movement.’

“No more important subject conld 
engage the attention of the thought- 
ful public. We are asking the ques- 
tion: . What should be the effect upon 
the childhood of the nation of the 
intelligent cooperation of parents and 
teachers? And some of the greatest: 
experts and students of today will an- 
swer it, from the standpoint of. the 
physical and of the mental hygien- 
ist, of the juvenile court and of the 
church, of the home and of the school 
and of the community. But the real 
answer must come from within our- 
selves, for, after all, this movement 
of a million men and women will be 
—what we will it to be. It isa ques- 
tion not only of how far we have pro- 
moted and supported education, but 
of how far we have educated our- 
selves. Here there can be no shift- 
ing of responsibility, no resting upon 
the accomplishment of our asscciatian ; 
True, it may have raised large sums 
of money, may have built a model 
school or equipped a playground while 
we sat passively looking on, wrap- 
ping ourselves in a mantle of unearn- 
ed glory. But the meaning of the 
congress goes so much deeper, so 
much further than that, and we ean- 
not evade the insistent queries of our 
inner consciousness: Are our own 
children healtheir and happier, our 
homes, better places in which to live, 
our children’s teachers helped and 
encouraged? Therein lies the true 
significance of the Parent-Teacher 
movement, and if we have failed here, 
we have failed to make it mean any- 
thing at all. | 
_ “It is this thought, always borne 
in mind, which can make the ‘small- 
est cog in our vast machinery as nec- 
essary to its perfect operation as the 
largest heel. If from every meetin 
of an association, be it of six « 
60 or 600, each man and woman goes 
forth with a renewed or aroused con= 
viction of bis or her individuaF re- 
sponsibility for the creation of better 
conditions for the children, in home, 
school, church or community in which 
he or she may be functioning as parr 
ent, as teacher os as citizen, then, and 
then only, is that association success- 
ful in performing the task with which 
it has been entrusted. One child bet- 
ter loved because better understood, 
one weary and discouraged teacher 
given sympathy and support, one lit- 
tle rural school made a center of life 
and light, one house which has be-— 
come a home in the full meaning of 
that beautiful word, makes clear the 
meaning of the founder of the econ:

For the inn 
has none of the grim reminders of 
mortality found in an old house. Its 
memories are of the gala occasions of 
bygone days, of ease and Jest and 
hours of mirth. 

“It is well to follow Miss Northend’s 
oceasional plan of letting the land- 
lord of the hostelry talk as he will of 
eolonial days and relate the marvel- 
ous. stories the “ordinaries’’ them- 
selves would tell if they could speak.

ROM one who says he has had 

long, wide, varied experi- 
ence and unusual opportunity

“As 1 watch the boys and men I 
have known,” the uncle addresses the 
college youth, “I am impressed with 
a few things | am going to pass on 
to you to think about.

“Second, measure your friends, the 
women especially, by this test:

ance, with good taste in dress, and 
with the stamp of chiracter on her 
countenance?’ If not, pass her by, 
tor the world is so full of worthwhile 
girls that have vivacity and all the 
above characteristics thet it is folly 
to waste time on those (‘vat lack the 
same. 
Power in Speech. 

“Third, the chief rewards in lite 
come to those who can sway others 
by word or written thought. lose no 
opportunity to improwy your ability as 
a wriier and speaker. *No matter how 
great your ability may be, if you can 
not express vourselt clearly, forceful- 


ly, and convincingly you are handi- 
capped as surely as if you hud a ball 
and chain locked to your feet. Join 
a debating club. Get on the statf of 
the college paper. Get into class poli- 
tics, and train yourself to shape 
events. Especially do you need to de- 
velop ease and conviction in speak- 
ing. 

“Fourth, the human brain can reg- 
ister only a certain number of per- 
sons; therefore, seek. to make the ac- 
quaintance and win the friendship of 
the strongest, keenest, brightest and 
most capable members of your own 
class and of others, for the mind is 
sharpened by contact. You only learn 
from those who know more than you 
do. You gain nothing save self-con- 
ceit by mingling with those who know 
less, or who are more stupid than you. 
Hence, seek those of ability because 
you not. only will learn from them, 


but you will make friends among 
those who are to be the leaders in the 
future, and who may be able to assist 
you in making: progress. 

“Fitth, avoid going wih any one 
girl exclusively. Rather seek to 
broaden your acquaintance among 
young women. You will learn from 


each something worth white. It is: 


best to avoid forming an attachment 
for any particular one until after you 
hawe graduated and have a start.

Helen came rushing back from Mc-

of a minister, and defended her own 
name with fire and vigor.

She insisted that there had been 
nothing wrong between her and the 
dead man. She had loved him. She 
had been engaged to marry him. She 
had a right'to wed him, because she 
was divorced and a free woman— 
and she declared with almost frenzied 
vigor that there had been nothing to 
criticize in her. relations with her 
fiance, even on the Oklahoma City 
trip.

Helen arrived in Tulsa just in time 
for Hutchinson’s funeral. When they 
told her that they had found a bundle 
of her letters on the dead man’s body, 


soaked in his blood, and that they 
were full of affectionate terms, Helen 
Purdy flashed back at the reporters: 

“Certainly a woman has a right to 
use endearing terms in writing to her 
fiance without the least impropriety. 
Remember, we were to have been 
married within a week.” 

The day after the funeral Hutchin- 
son’s will was made public. Half the 
estate he had left to Helen and named 
her executrix. In her public state- 
ments she was very loyal to her slain 
fiance, but refrained from criticizing 
Purdy. 

District Judge W. R. Williams re- 
fused Purdy bail on a write of habeas 
corpus. At this hearing the state in- 
troduced eight letters taken from 
Helen at the time of the Oklahoma 
City arrest. They were all very 
ardent in nature and each was signed 
“Ernest.” 

The trial was set for March 29. The 
case for the state was in the hands of 
County Attorney Byron Kirkpatrick, 
who was assisted by his predecessor, 
John M. Goldsberry, as a_ special 
prosecutor. The prosecution was aid- 
ed in every possible way by L. L. 
Hutchinson, brother of the slain man. 

Purdy was represented by George 
Reeves, who had been his attorney 
throughout the divorce action and 
other events leading up to the mur- 
der. Reeves was assisted by Flint 
Mass, perhaps Tulsa’s most noted 
criminal lawyer, and it was evident 
from the beginning that their case 
would be based on an insanity de- 
Pense.

One day the Oklahoma City raid 
occupied the center of the stage. A 
private detective painted a graphic 
word picture of .Purdy pacing dis- 
tractedly up and down the street, out- 
side the rooming house, where he ar- 
rived just as the police were raiding 
the place. 

He testified that all the lights ex- 
cept one were soon extinguished and 
that the raid was staged about mid- 
night. He said that when Gene met 
Helen he was very tender and affec- 
tionate toward her, even when she 
told him, frankly and plainly: “I love 
Mr. Hutchinson.” 

Next day the defense introduced 
some of the letters taken from the 
slain man’s body. They were still 
stained with his blood, and were ten- 
der, loving missives, breathing devo- 
tion. <A typical one dated January

asked her to swear io this story. 

The plan was for Hutchinson to 
then take Helen and both children and 
flee to Canada by plane, according to 
Mrs. Lester. He feared the Ku Klux 
Klan and was also atraid that Purdy 
might kill him—and at times even 
kept ‘Helen under lock. and key, 
“away from her own mother.” 

Mrs. Lester characterized Purdy as 
“the finest, most clean-minded man 
l have ever seen.’’ 

The insanity theory was backed up 
the next day by Dr. F. H. Brown, of 
Billings, Mont. ‘Purdy suffered from 
psycholo-neurosis when I examined 


him during the war,” he said. ‘‘All 
his family was neurotic.”’ 
Mrs. Lester was recalled to the 


stand for. cross-examination and ad- 
mitted that Hutchinson had told her, 
after the Oklahoma City episode: 

“Gene’s lawyers are trying to 
break me. They want $50,000 and 
some real estate.”’

him the Saturday before the killing.

“He told me a settlement had been 
made with Huichinson and that 
Hutchinson had then stolen his baby,”’ 
testified Hurley. “He wept and I] had 
the feeling that he was deranged.” 

An unexpected sensation resi 
when Helen’s mother, Mrs. ‘Tessie 
lester, a remarkably good looking 
woman, took the stand tor her son- 
in-law, on April 7. She declared that 
Hutchinson and his attorney, Wash 
Hudson, had plotted to send Purdy to 
the penitentiary for tapping wires, on 


perjured testimony. She said they 


and wept convulsively as she told how 
“Gene tried to read, but he never 
could. He tried hard to conceal his 
nervousness from mother and me.” 
His mother wept quietly at the end of 
the table as Josephine testified. 

Then the slayer himself took the 
stand and told his story. 

“| don’t think any couple was ever 
more supremely happy than we 
vere,” he said. Then his voice broke. 
In July of 1924 she went to work for 
Hutchinson. He then told how four 
months later she went for a drive in 
the country with her husband. “That 
morning she told me she didn’t-l6ve 
me any more,” wailed the husband. 

Next day the defense introduced 
the plans of a motor palace love nest, 
which was to be prepared for the 
elopement of Hutchinson and Helen. 
He said Purdy had found it in her 
Oklahoma City apartinent in Novem- 
her. It was a veritable land yacht, 
with a fourteen-passenger capacity. 
(. V. Reeser said Hutchinson plan- 
ned to tour Mexico and perhaps the 
world in the vehicle, with Helen. 

However, testimony opposed to the 
insanity plea was offered by Dr. D. 


W. Griffin, superintendent of the state 
insane asylum at Norman, and Dr. F. 
M. Adams, in charge of the similar in- 
stiiution at Vinita. They both de- 
clared their belief that Purdy was 
sane. 

The case went to the jury at 7:59 
p.m. The verdict was not announc- 
ed until 8:30 the next morning. A 
large crowd waited, and Purdy leaned 
forward anxiously as the foreman 
rose. He spoke two words: 

“Not guilty.” 

Purdy fell forward, sobbing con- 
vulsively, 

Next day President Hurley offered 
Purdy a vacation, which Gene 
promptly refused, explaining that he 
was anxious to get back to work. 

He returned to his positioneand his 
divorced wife, soon after, went to 
Kansas City. She made an agree- 
ment with Purdy, on July 13, where- 
by he was to have custody of Baby 
Charles for six months out of each 
year. 

Meanwhile Hutchinson’s other heirs 
were contesting his will, and Helen 
finally effected a compromise on Sep- 
tember 17, by which she received 
$20,000.

J. S. Mills made a famous arraign- 


- ment of nature: ‘‘Nature impales men, 
- breaks them as if on the wheel, casts 
‘them to be devoured by wild beasts, 


crushes them with staves like the 
first Christian martyr, burns them to 
death, starves them with hunger, 
freezes them with cold, poisons them 


‘by the quick or slow venom of her 


exhalations, and has hundreds of other 
hideous deaths in reserve, such as the 


‘ingenious cruelty of a Nero or a 


Dominitian never. surpassed.”’ 


The dilemma is set forth that either 
God is limited in power or limited in 
goodness. We are reminded of the 
universal sway of physical pain and 


_ mental anguish, of the suffering not 


only of the guilty, but in many in- 
stances the keener suffering of the 
innocent, the suffering as a result oi 
evil heredity, and the suffering which 
form our social solidarity. 


John Fiske writes: ‘‘Is not then 


that method of nature, which achieves 


progress only through misery and 
exceedingly brutal and 


clumsy method? Life, one would 


_ think, musi be dear to the everlast- 
ing giver cf life, yet how cheap it 


seems to be held in 
scheme of things.” 
This distinguished writer suggests 
a consideration which looks toward a 
solution of the problem: ‘‘As we rec- 
ognize in the universal strife and 


the general 


istry on other lives. 


Slaughter a stern discipline through 
which the siandard of animate exist- 
ence is raised and the life of creacures 
variously enriched, we become’ to 
some extent reconciled to the facts.” 


There is the further ci nsideration 
that when we imagine that the Crea- 
tor had created a situation entirely op- 
posite to things as they are, we are 
plunged into deeper and darker diffi- 
culties. A vast amount of suffering 
springs from evil heredity, but the 
only alternative would have been a 
strict individuality of life in which 
each human being would be a distinct 
and separate creation. This would 
deprive us of the advantage of good 
heredity and all the love and tender 
ties of kinship and family relation- 
ship. 

There is the large sum of misery 
which springs from our social solid- 
arity and contacts. But when we try 
to imagine a complete isolation and 
separation, we see the loss that would 
come from being deprived of all the 
helpful influences which enable some 
lives to exercise an ennobling min- 
Again, if hu- 
manity were protected from disease 
that follows a violation of the laws 
of nature, the human race would re- 
main in infantile ignorance and weak- 
ness and the marvelous conqtiest of 
medical science over diseases would 
have been a heroic chapter omitted 
from. the annals of human progress. 

A.final consideration which throws 
light on the problem of human sutf- 
fering is seen in the fact that human 
character only progresses toward the 
goal of perfection through Severe 
trials and bitter disappointments. If 
character is the summon bonum of 
human life rather than comfort, we 
are-to be reconciled to the discipline 
which brings us through great tribu- 
lation. Suffering is educative. ‘Our 
light affliction which is but for a mo- 
ment worketh for us a far more ex- 
ceeding and eternal weight ef glory.”

Time to Sort Doctors. 
EOPLE often ask how they 


can tell whether a= given 
physician or specialist is 
reputable and competent. 


For instance, how may a 
Stranger select a good doctor 
and avoid falling into the hands of the 
ubiquitious quack or faker. 

This is a more serious matter today 
than it has ever. been before, because 
our population shifts more now than 
ever before and the comparative 
Stranger in need of medical service is 
too numerous and important to be 
dismissed from consideration today. 

Although some chambers of com- 
merce and business men’s associations 
recognize the practice of medicine as 
an industry or something, at least to 
the extent of granting membership to 
an occasional doctor, these commer- 
cial organizations do not, so far as | 
know, Set any standard of qualifica- 
tion for membership, except personal 
or social acquaintance, and they ig- 
nore the whole question of profes- 
sional probity by granting member- 
ship also to prosperous quacks and 
the most blatant fakers in the busi- 
ness. Worse, in some instances they 
permit such charlatans to exploit their 
‘membership in separating gullible folk 
trom their money. - The organizations 
of business men are therefore of no 
assistince to the stranger in guest 0% 
a doctor. They should be the logical 
bureaus for him to consult for guid- 
ance. It these business organizations 
did not admit physicians to member- 
ship one could scarcely reproach them 
for this failure’ in a public service. 


The doctors themselves as repre- 
sented in their medical organizations 
certainly owe an apology to the public 


for this deplorable situation. Just 
how far backward the regular. pro- 


fession leans in its absurd and stilted 
adherence to the letter (not neces- 
sarily the spirit) of medical ethics and 
obsolete customs, it is difficult to per- 
ceive unless you have had much to do 
with doctors. 

In my work I have occasion to ad- 
vise readers about the standing or 
qualification of physicians throughout 
the country, as I receive many such 
requests every day. In cities where | 
do not happen to know who is who 
in medicine and the various special- 
ties I procure the information from 
the best source I know ot, the medi- 
cal organization. Does the organiz- 
ed medical body provide such infor- 
mation freely, even for me? No. I 
have to pay for the information or do 
without it. This fairly represents the 
narrow, blind, unprogressive policy 
gj the regular medical profession to- 
day. I sincerely believe the profession 
owes the lay public an apology for this 
attitude. 

Even in the lists of physicians and 
specialists compiled by the organized 
medical profession the same spirit of 
ponderous lordosis is in evidence. The 
bureaucratic medical organization is 
siower to start than che most reactiou- 
ary old fossil in it. I refer to the 
American Medical association, of 
which | am a fellow or member—yet. 
The bureaucrats in this organization 
arbitrarily “recognize” certain special- 
ties and only ceriain old-established 


spectilttes, and they as arbitrarily re- 
fuse to recoynize certain modern spe- 
cialties which are at least as respect- 
able and as legitimate in every way 
és are any of the specialties the bu- 
reaucrats recognize. The effect of 
this abuse is that there is no official 
or universally dependable source to 
which one may turn to seek informa- 
tion about « heart specialist, let us 
say, or a stomach specialist, or a plas- 
tic surgeon, or a specialist in hygiene, 
for these are modern specialties and 
therefore unrecognized. If a doctor 
be a stomach specialist in real earnest, 
limiting his practice. to the diagnosis 
and treatment of diseases ot the 
stomach or even diseases of the diges- 
tive organs, the great medical organ- 
ization Knows him not and declines to 
accredit him in that specialty. The 
doctor has no choice tn the matter; he 
may be listed as a general practitioner 
or as an “internist.” 

‘Internist’ is an alleged specialist 
who devotes his attention to internal 
troubles—thus clearly distinguishing 
himself from the mere skin specialist 
who devotes his attention mainly to 
external troubles. ‘That the medical 
orvanization desienates this indetinite 
field of pI ictice as 
compliment to the 
power wieided by a 
“spechilists” over the bureaucrats in 
the orranization. A sucd many bene- 
ficiaries of this ridiculous arrange- 
ment engage in general practice, not 
excluding the treatment of skin dis- 
eases, and also enjoy the fruits of such 
prestige as they get from being called 
“specialists.”

There is just. one little test of a 
doctor’s fitness which an occasional 
pa'ron may find useful. Try him on 
a periodic health examination. If he 
shies off, laughs at vou, questions the | 
need of it or voices some half-baked 
opinion against the wisdom of such> 
examinations of the healthy, cancel 
him and look up a doctor who be- 
longs in the present-century. 

Not me, however. | belong in the 
twenty-first century and persons in 
search of a doctor or specialist will 
not find me in my office until the 
twenty-first century gets here.

Again we have the adorable, angelic faces which Fra Angelico loved 
to paint. “The Annunciation” hangs in the Museum ot San Marco in 
Florence, italy. It is not many feet away from his other great master- 
piece, ‘“the Resurrection,”’ w hich appeared in this paper on Easter Sun- 
day. “The Annunciation” is betfer known, and for this reason, perhaps, 
is generally regarded*as his greaiest painting. The picture, facing the 
entrance to the corridor on the upper floor, measures seyen feet, four 
inches high by nine feet, nine inches long. The figures are a little more 
than half the size of life.

are folded as if io prepare herself to bear the news she seems to be ex- 
pecting. Suddenly a messenger of the Lord appears before her. She 
gazes longingly into his eyes as he delivers the divine message. The 
wings, delicately designed, glow with various colors. The hands are 
rently folded, and the messenger is in the act of kneeling in respect to 
the chosen one of God. The little. grassy piot just outside the cloister 
is spotted with daisies, and separated from the tall cypress trees by the 
board fence. The same careful attention the artist reveals in the saintly 
countenances of his angels ‘s also shown in inanimate objects. So pains- 
taking was he in painting this fence that not only are the nail heads 
visible, but the graining of the wood is: discernible as well, and shows. 
that extreme care has been given to the minutest details. 


In “The Annunciation,’’ he shows the Virgin, 


Fra Angelico was probably more exacting with his work than any 
other artist. Ever obedient to the will of God, he firmly believed the 
ability to express divine thoughts on canvas, with brush and paint, was 
given to him io be used in further spreading devotion, much like the 
gift of oratory is given to the great pre achers. Thinking that his ideas 
were being inspired by a heavenly body, he made it a strict rule never to 
retouch a single part of any picture once it was finished. 


His name will stand forever as 4 
highest attainment in religious art. Most of his really great work was 
done between the years 1436 and 1450. This was before the real be- 
ginning of the Renaissance. While it is noticeable that there is a cer- 
tain. stiffness in his figures when compared to the figures painted by 
Raphael and Michelangelo, y yet it is well to remember that he was limited 
by the knowledge of his time. Many years separated his career from 
theirs. They had the opportunity to study his style and the styles of other 
great masters that followed him.
